Neither Dl nor D2 teaches the steps about generating feedback message for ARQ described in 

the invention according to claims 1-12. 

Therefore, the invention according to claims 1-12 is considered to be novel, 

INVENTIVE STEP 

Tha claims 1-12 relate to a method for creating feedback message for ARQ In mobile 
comniunication system. 

Dl relates to adaptive ARQ feedback bandvy^idth allocation. 

02 reveals an ARQ scheme v^here data packets are transmitted from the transmitter to the 
receivor in first predetermined time Intervals and positlve(ACK) and negative(NAK) 
acknowiedocment massages are transmitted from the receiver to the transmitter In second 
pred'">termined tim^ intervals. 

The i:ivenlion is a little bit similar to either Dl or D2 in that they relate to an ARQ scheme where 
data packets are transmitted from the transmitter to the receiver. 

The inveniion is different, however, from either Dl or D2 in that neither 01 nor D2 teaches the 
steps about generating feedback message for ARQ described in the claims. 

Ther.:lofe. claims 1-12 of this invention are considered to Involve an Inventive step.
